For a time the Indians were ready to 


yield, but the rougher element of the 
gamblers circulated among them and 
prodded them on by promises and un 
occasional drink of whisky. The In- 
dians were unable to secure the liquor, 
but the gamblers got It for them and 
dealt It out freely, though out of sight 
'of the authorities. When the trouble, 
began the pqilce force was strength- 
ened and then a general-alarm 
cull 


was sent out for oil men .to be ready 
to protect themselves' and their f.iml- 
lles. All women were ordered to bu 
kept off the streets and tue Indians 
were told that they must get out* of 
town or else they would be locked up. 
Ordinarily the Indian has a profound 
respect for the cells, but when the 
chief of police told them last night that 
they would he arrested they bran- 
dished knives and revolvers and (Idled 
the authorities.
